A Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
* agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

In a telephone interview with the applicant and the applicant's representative, the applicant argues that the prior art 
fails to disclose that the seal opens radially outward. The applicant provides some illustrations to show the seal 
opening radially outward. However, the examiner notices that the arguments, at this moment, were not persuasive 
because the applicant does not claim or show that the seal opens radially outward with respect to the longitudinal axis 
(500) as argued by the applicant. The examiner explains that the seal opens radially outward but the limitation with 
respect to the longitudinal axis was not considered because the claim does not require that limitation. 

Also, the applicant argues that neither DeVillepoix, Delgado nor Fages discloses that the ridges extend beyond a 
thickness of the outer member everywhere away from the ridges. The applicant argues that Fages, Delgado and 
DeVillepoix fail to disclose that the outer member thickness is constant all around so that "the ridges extend from an 
outer member with a constant thickness". The examiner explains that the current claim languge does not require that 
the outer member has a constant thickness away from the ridges. The examiner agrees that neither Fages, Delgado 
and DeVillepoix disclose an outer member with a constant thickness away from the ridges because Fages, Delgado 
and DeVillepoix disclose that the outer member thickness is not constant away from the ridges (there is a flat section). 

The examiner suggested to the appplicant and the applicant's representative, first, amend the drawings to clearly show 
the seal opening radially outward with respect to the longitudinal axis, and second, to incorporate in the claims that the 
outer outer member opens radially outward facing away from the longitudinal axis and that the thickness of the outer 
member is constant away from the ridges in order to clarify the applicant's invention so that the claim languange is in 
accordance with the applicant's interest. 

The examiner agrees that the inclusion of this language in the claims "could" overcome the current rejection, however, 
at this point of the prosecution it would raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 
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
